UTThe incubus or taking care of the freed 
blacks is alteady becoming too weighty for 
the combined efforts of Government aid and 
associated charities. The Freedmen's Advo- 
cate, devoted to this class of people, in its 
last number complains that it is made evident, 
by its correspondence with the various de- 
partments/Hint instances are fearfully mulii- 
pljirg where officers, soldiers, civilians and 
speculators seem bent on this one purpose, 
the detrauding of the poor freed men, women 
and children out of their just wages, and leav- 
ing them to the tender mercies of the hu 
mane." It freely admits that there are honor- 
able exceptions to this abuse of authority, but 
adds: 

It will require the u'most vigilance on the 
psrt of this [the Freedmen's] aud all other ns 
sociations tor the relief of freedmen in the 
coming summer aed f-.ll to save them from 
the certain destruction that awaits them from 
the heartless cupidity of inonev gathering ad- 
venturers and traders. The Miss'i^ppi V..1- 
ley is swarming with these unprincipled men. 

In commenting on this statement the Bos- 
ton Record, a rtl<giona journal, expresses its 
concurrence with the views of theAdvccite 
in the following termf : 

Wc have no doubt of this. Why Bhonld it 
not be 60, when the North itself is swarming 
with men who are racking their brains almost 
to insanity to see how they can coin money 
out of the calamities and necessities of the 
timet? 

What a spectacle is tbit ! Did any one be- 
lieve that those who sighed and moaned over 
the miseries of the down-trodden African only 
wanted him to be picked up to be plundered ? 
Who could have believed the good Samaritau 
went to the aid ol the sufferer merely to pick 
his pockets? 

Neither of our cotemporaries need waste 
their efforts in trying to prevent these out- 
rages, either by Government authority or pri- 
vate or public efforts. The difficulty lies In 
the black. H< has alwa.ts been taken care of, 
and It by nature intended to be under the 
control aud protection of some one else. The 
easiest way to secure that kindness and pro- 
tection was by such a relation between them 
as would make it the interest of the employer 
to give his best care to the health and com- 
fort of the laborer. Th;s was effjcted by the 
much-abused relation of master and slave. 
If the negro is to be taken care of, it must be 
by exercieirg control over him; if his health 
is a matter of indifference to bis employer, be 
will be a cruel master. In any event, the ne- 
gro will be no less a slave by charging the 
name of the relation between him aud his mas- 
ter, while the actual ccuditicu remains ttie 
same. The best plun would be to notify their 
old maeters if they didn't return to thtir al- 
legiance and care of the negroes, that they 
(the uegroee) would be sent inside ol the.rebel 
Hues lor them to take charge oL

|^-The happy family of radicals is torn by 
internal dlssensious alarmingly Just now. 
Eveu Mr. Lincoln's "little speech" at Balti- 
more is uot allowed to pass without a sneer 
even in Washington, uuder his Presidential 
nose. The New Era, a journal devoted to the 
blue-black Kepublicans, says : 

The President has thought of nothing else 
than bis own re-election for the last three 
years, and very naturallv talks of little else to 
these who call upon him at the White House. 
But if he ever ought to have dismissed that 
topic from his mind, it was upon the occasion 
of his recent visit to Baltimore to open a fair 
for the charitable obect3 of the Sanitary Com- 
mhsion. There, if anywhere, sellishncss and 
egotism sbould, tor the momtut, have been 
laid aside, but this Presidential Homer of 
ours never sleep*. 

Mr. Lincoln made, as was txpecled, a "littie 
ipetcu," in which there is not one word about 
he fair, or the objects of it. 

The New Kra proceeds, after these very un- 
kind remarks, to treat of Mr. Lincoln's claim 
to the entire credit and responsibility of the 
negro policy of the Government, which it dis- 
poses of in the following dry style : 

Mr. Lincoln need not trouble himself to 
"explain" wBat the country bo well under- 
stands. By the steady pressure of congres- 
sional legislation and of public sentiment, he 
was, at la6t, driven into acquiescence in the 
employment ot colored troops, although be 
even now places a serious obstiuction in the 
way by upholding the War Department In an 
illegal decision, reducing the pay of colored 
soldiers below that of whites. 

That is what we call both unkind and un- 
fair. Mr. Lincoln deliberately sold himself to 
the radicals at a price— their approval. It 
does not look honest or creditable to Ikd 
them repudiating the debt after receiving the 

p*y- 

fSfWhat has become of the arrest of Mr. 
Frank S. Bond, of General Uosecrans' stall", 
who was sent to Washington by his com- 
manding General, and was arrested by order 
of Major General Halieck ? It was claimed 
that aids to Generals were forbidden to ap- 
pear in Washington, and yet it is clear to tbe 
people, and doubtless to the military, that an 
a d to a General is one iu whom, having con- 
fidence, the General of the department would 
be most apt to send upou such a mission 
Did notthciule mean, if it meant anytbitg, 
that aids on leave of absence must not appear 
in Washington f and what is the reason of the 
rule? This law (military) is a very mysttri 
ous thing, and, in thii particular case, the peo 
pie would like to know whether Rosecrans or 
ILtlleck is in fault, and what is the fault, if 
any, committed by either. 

rjy"Garfleld, in his speech In Congresp. red 
two letters, written by J. G. Davis and D. B. 
Eckles, introducing some one to General 
Breckinridge, of the rebel army. J. G. Davis 
denounces these letters as forgeries. These 
forgerieB are quite common, and don't speak 
well for all the loyalty. However, pious 
frauds were once virtues, the end j ustifying 
the meant; or, if otherwise, loyalty covers a 
multitude ot sins; and if a Democrat can be 
empaled by a forgery it can't be so bad an ex- 
ploit. 

f^-We publish this morning a remarkable 
correspondence between A. G. Hodges, Gov. 
Bramlette and Abraham Lincoln. We haven't 
room to notice it at length tbia morning. We 
shall attend to it another day. In the mean- 
time, our readers can see what the Governcr 
Wint to Washington for, and what he accom- 
plished, and also the principle UDon which the 
President is actim in his measures.

M > Dear Sib: It will be remembered by 
vou that immediatelv after vour return from 
Washington, alnrnt the first "of this month, in 
an editorial article which then appeared in the 
"Commonwealth," it was stated that your in- 
terview with .he President and Secretary of 
War had been of the most amicable and con- 
ciliatory character; and that, at an earlv date, 
the people of Ke ntucky would be offl.Hally ad 
vised of the objects and results of your mis- 
sion to Washington. 

I am aware that, after your return lo Frank- 
fort, and up to the time you left for Nash- 
ville, vour condition of health was such as to 
prevent you from preparing the desired In- 
formation to the people of Kentucky. 

The many applications to me personally, for 
the results of your mission to Washington, 
has induced me to ask that you will communi- 
cate that information through the columns of 
the "Ccmmcuwealth" at your earliest con-

Executive Departmknt, {

Col. A. O. Hodge*, Frankfort, Ky.: 

Sih: Ou \esterday evening your ne-to of 
Hatf was handed to me. 

The object of my mission to Washington 
was to hive the qaoUs of militia called into 
service from Kentucky assigned upon t e ba- 
sis of enrolhaent, and not nf population; and 
to obtain relief to the citizms of Kentucky 
against the unauthorized and offe.nelve inter - 
ffrenc; of officers, soldier*, and recruitlnq 
broktr* with the slaves of Kentucky; and to 
have the enlistment and draft of slaves con- 
fined within the purview of- the act of Con- 
gre.g for enrollment and draft. &c. 

Upon presenting the facts upon which these 
demands were made, the President and Sec- 
retary of War promptly decided that the de- 
mands were just and reasonable, and that 
everything thev could do to further my wishes 
in the«e regards, should be done. 

That most estimable and efficient officer, 
Hoi. J. B. Fry, Provost Marshal General' 
United States, received instructions from the 
Secretary of War, and has since furnished the 
estimates made upon the basis settled, being 
over nine thousand less than upon the basis of 
pulation of 1860; but really the correct basis 
ot present population. 

To carry out the other purpose, Brig. Gen- 
S. G. Burbridge, commanding Department of 
Kentucky, was also appointed Supervisor of 
Enrollment and Draft, with powers to correct 
the e ffensive com ses complained of, and to see 
that the enlistment aud draft were confined 
within the law, and to duly autboriza officers. 
He has issued his General Orders upon the 
subject, under the powers so conferred. 

I will add that, at my request, the Secretary 
of War also agreed to mount the Thirtieth 
Kentucky, so as to complete the preparations 
for our defenses; and also agreed to include 
the counties below the Tennessee river in the 
military disirict of Kentucky. 

This last proposition, however, for satisfac- 
tory reasons, which hive arisen since I left 
Washington, Is necessarily suspended for the 
present; but will be carried out as soon as 
the causes for temporary delay aie removed. 

It is a source of gratification to me t j add, 
that the President and Secretary of War man- 
ifested fAe most cardial readine.it to bestow up 
on the people of Kentucky every favor which, 
under the existing laws, could reasonably be 
demanded; and expressed the mast earnest 
sympathy for them, and a desire to avert, so 
lar as may be, the recurrence of those calam- 
ities to which, aa a border 8tate, they have 
been suhj acted.

LETTER FROM PRRSIOENT LINCOLN. 

It appears pertinent to append to the fore- 
going correspondence the annexed letter from 
President Lincoln. The circumstances which 
elicited from the President the letter are, as 
we understand them, about as follow": The 
Senior of the Commonwealth, Col. Hodge?, by 
invitation, accompanied Governor Bramlette 
and Hon. Archie Dixon on their recent visit 
to Washington, and to the Executive Man- 
sion, when they had an interview with the 
President aud Secretary of War. 

At the close of thejnterview between Pros- 
ideut Lincoln and Gov. Bramlette and Sen- 
a'or Dixon, the President pleaeautly remark- 
ed, as the other gentlemen were about retir- 
ing, that he was apprehensive that Kentuck- 
ians felt unkindly toward him, iu consequence 
ol not properly understanding the difficulties 
by which he was surrounded, in his efforts to 
put down this rebellion; and that he would 
explain to the gentlemen some of those diffi- 
culties, if they felt inclined to hear bim. A 
willingnees was at once manifested, and the 
President explained to them the difficulties 
to which he bad alluded. 

Ou a subsequent occasion, in a conversation 
with Mr. Lit. coin, Col. Hodges remarked that 
he was ■ . .m: ! that the President was greatly 
misunderstood by many of the citiaens ol 
Kentucky, and that he would greatly oblige 
him if be would write out the remarks made 
to Gov. Bnmlette and Senator Dixon, in or- 
der tbat.with the President's permission, they 
might be published in the Commonwealth; 
that, if published, the Colonel doubted not 
they would remove much of the prejudice 
which was attempted to be created against 
the President in Kentucky. 

The President look the matter into consid- 
eration, and shortly after bis return home the 
Colonel received the following, which we 
would commend to the deliberate considera- 
tion of the patriotic people of Kentuckj ; 

Executive Mansion^ I 



"And now, let any Union man, who com- 
plains of this measure, tes'. himself, by writ- 
ing down in one line that he is for subduing 
the rebellion by force of arm?, and in the 
next that he is for taking these hundred and 
thirty thousand men from toe Union side, and 
placing them where they would be bat for the 
measure he condemns. If he cannot face his 
cause so sta'ed. it is only because he cannot 
lace the truth." 

I add a word, which was not in the verbal 
conversation. In telling this tale, I aUrmpt 
no compliment to mv own srgtcity. I elaim 
not to have controlled events, but confess 
plainly that events have con«relled me. Now, 
at the end of three years.' struggle, tha>ai:t- 
tion's condition is not what either party or 
any man devised or expected. God alone can 
claim it. Whither it is tending «<• ns plain. If 
Hod now wills the removal of a great wrong, 
and wills also that we of the North, a* well as 
you of the South, shall pay fairly for our com- 
plicity in that wrong, impartial history will 
find therein new cause to attest and revere 
the justice and goodness cf God.

The Wheat Crop. 

We condense from various sources intelli- 
gence in regard to the crops: 

Richland county, Ills., March 24 —Our best 
and oldest farmers say we will not make a half 
crop, should we have the most favorable spring 
and summer. 

Spencer county, Ind., Aoril 8— Tb«i wheat 
crop in this section of the Slate is badly killed 
by the frcez-s; can't make more than a half 
crop. 

Decatur county, Ind., April 5.— Wc cannot, 
under the most favorable circumstances, make 
halt a crop of wheat. 

Adams county, Ohio, April 9 —Wheat will 
not exceed one-balf a crop. Many fields, in- 
deed, look now as if they could not possibly 
produce the amount town on them last fall. 

Meigs county, Ohio, April 8 —The wheat 
crop of this coanty preseuts a doleful appear- 
ance. Nine fields out of every ten will be 
plowed up and put in corn. What is left will 
not make more than a fourth of a crop. 

Decatur county, Ind., April S —The fall 
wheat is very badly injured. Most of the 
farmers are 9owing spring wheat on the 
ground where it is frozen out. 

Clark county, 111 . March 25 —As for the 
wheat, I do not think there will be more than 
half a crop from tha appearance at this time. 

Des Moines county, Iowa, April 4.— Fall 
wheat is badly injured, so that not more than 
a fourth of a crep can be expected from it, 
but the most of farmers are sowing the 
ground over with spring whev. 

Edgar county, 111., March 20 —I think if the 
season is favorable hencelorth we will harvest 
an ordinary crop.

Steuben, O , April 11 —The wheat in Huron 
county looks /cry poor, on account of the 
cold weather last winter, and the thawing and 
freezing has destroyed the late seed sown; so 
that the farmers will have to sow oats or 
plant most of the ground. Some early pieces 
that were drilled in look middling well. 

Preble county, O., April 8 — The wheat crop 
iu this township will be very light; there are 
many fields that have no green appearance 
whatever, and not a half crop is expected. 

Darke county, O., March 18.— The wheat 
crops are very slim. There is no prospect ol 
there being more thau half a crop. 

Monongalia county, West. Va., April 4.— 
The wheat looks very bad here and in the ud- 
joining counties. I do not think we will have 
more than half a crcp iu this county.

Washington, April 4, 
A. G. Hodges, Esq., Frankfort, Ky : 

My Dear Sir: You ask me to put in writing 
the subBtance ot what I verbally said the other 
day, in your presence, to Governor Bramlette 
and Senator Dixon. It was about as follows : 
"I am naturally anti-thvery. If slavery is 
not wrong, nothing is wrong. I caunot re- 
member when X did not so think and feel. 
And ye '., 1 have never understood that the 
Presidency conferred upon mean unrestricted 
right to act officially upon this judgment and 
feeling. It was in the oath I took, that I 
would, to I he best of my ability, preserve, 
protect, and defend the Constitution of the 
United States. 1 could not take the office 
without taking the oath. Nor was it in my 
view that. 1 might take an oath to get power, 
and break the oath in using the power. I un- 
derstood, too, that in ordinary civil adminls 
t ration, this oath even foibademeto practi- 
cally indulge iny primary, abstract judgment 
on the moral question ot slavery. I had pub- 
licly declared this many times and in many 
ways. And I s.ve-r that, to this day, I have 
done no official act in mere deference lo my 
abstract judgment and loeling on slavery. 

"I did understand, however, that my oath 
to preserve the Constitution to the best, or my 
ability imposed upon me the duty of preserv- 
ing, by every it. dispensable mean?, that Gov- 
erument, that nutiou, of which that Constitu 
tion was the organic law. Was it possible to 
lose the nallou, and yet preserve the Consti- 
tution? 

"By general law, life and limb must be pro- 
tected; yet often a limb must be amputated te> 
save a life; but a life is never wisely given to 
6aveal mb. I felt that miasun s oth rw'u e 
unconstitutional miuht become lawful by be- 
coming inditpensabl'. to he preservation of the 
Constitution, through the preservation of the 
nation. Right or wioug.I assumed this ground, 
and now avow it. I could not fctl that, to 
the best of my ability, I had even tried to pre- 
serve the Constitution, if lo save slavery, or 
any minor matter, I should permit the wreck 
of Government, country and Constitution, all 
together. When, early in the war, General 
Fiemout attempted military emancipation, I 
forbade it; because I did not then think it an 
indispensable necessity. When, a little later, 
General Cameron, then Secretary of War, 
suggested the arming of the blacks, I object- 
ed; because I did not yet think it an indis 
pensable necessity. When, still later, General 
Hunter attempted military (mancipation, I 
again forbade it; because I did not yet think 
the indispensable necessity had come. 

"When, in March and May, and July, 1862, 
I made earnest and successive appeals to the 
border States to favor compensated emanci- 
pation, 1 believed the indispensable necessity 
for military emancipation and arming the 
blacks would come, uuleBS averted by that 
measure. They declined the propositio:< ; and 
I was, in my beet judgment, driven to the al- 
ternative of either surrendering the Union, 
aid with it the Constituti^n.or of laying Btrong 
hand upon the colored elemen'. I chose the 
latter; m choosing it, I hoped for greater gain 
than leas but ot this I was not entirely confi- 
dent. More than a year of trial now fchows no 
loss by it in our foreign re lations; none in our 
home popular sentiment; none in our 
white military force— eo loss by it, anyhow or 
anywhere. On the contrary, it bbows a gain 
ot quite a hundred and thirty thousand sol- 
diers, seamen and laborers. These are palpa 
ble tacts, about which, as facts, there can t e 
no caviling. We have the men, and we «ou!Q 
uot have had them without the measure. 



Guerrillas on Green River.— The Evans- 
ville Times learns from th; R. B. Speed the 
following facta respecting an attack on that 
boat aud the Duukeison. When near Pond 
river, on her way up, a party of guerrillas, 
tweuty-four in number, and headed by Capt. 
Jake Bennet, fired upon the Du akerson. The 
boat landed, the guerrillas went on board, and, 
after taking what money and clothing they 
conld get hold of, left her. They then fol- 
lowed on up the river, Bwearirg they would 
burn both the Dunkerson and the Campbell. 
They also tired into the Speed near the same 
place, but did not do her any serious damage. 
Before this they have probably burnt both the 
Dunkerson and the Campbell. This is the 
same band of men that captured Shacklcford.

Seducer Shot.— Jonn Dinges, a prominent 
druggest at Charleston, West Virgiuia, strong- 
ly suspected the fidelity of his wife, and ou the 
l:ith of April left ostensibly for Cincinnati, to 
be absent s«.veial days. Friday night he re- 
turned, aud fouud Hospital Steward Nelson 
occupying the bed with his faithless wife. He 
fired at Nelson, but missed. Nelson leaped 
from a window, when Dinges fired again, kill- 
ing him instantly. Nelson was from tbe reg- 
ular army, acd lived in Illinois. Mr*. Dinges 
was formerly from Cincinsati.

The grand expedition no Rrd river, which 
promised mob beneficial results, has met 
with an u- expected and di«*s'rone check. 

On the Oth of April tbe Union army, under 
command of Maj. Geo. Frwnklin, moved from 
Nachitoches (nrononnced Nickitosh) towards 
Rhrevenort Nacbitocbes is four mil'e* from 
R°d rivr, the nearest point on th« river being 
Grand Ecors, tne. place from which this let- 
ter is "**ted The road from Nacbitoches Is 
through a dens? tore«t of pine woods, the 
sur'ace ot the conntry being broken and hillv 
There are but few plantations opeied, and 
nothing upon which »o subsist an armv! On 
Thur d iv night, the 7th, tbe army camped at 
Pleasant HU1, a mnaU town In the nine woods, 
about thirty miles northeast cf Nacbitoches, 
on the road to Shreveport. The wagon road 
leaves the river to tbe risrht some fifteen or 
twenty miles, rendering tb«* co operation of 
tbe <»unboa«s Impossible. Before encamping 
at Pleisant Hill, there was a sharp cavalry 
skirmish, »bout two mile* beyond that place, 
resulting in no important advantage to either 
a'd**. Tbe cavalry enctinoed about s«»ven 
miles in advance of the main armv. Next 
morning (Friday the 8th), the army started 
towsrd* Man?fleld, a distance of seventeen 
miles from Pleasant Hil'. About noon, while 
tbe enemy was in line of marcb, arrived at tbe 
front, at a small bayou, where a bridge was 
being built. Gen. Bmks at once assumed 
command of the army in the field. There was 
a'raost constant skirmishing all the way from 
Pleasant Hill to tbe nlace where tbe battle af- 
terward cccurred When Gen. Banks arrived at 
tbe bivoti, the Nineteenth army corps were 
several m lies in the rear, the Thirteenth armv 
con* were crossing the newly-constructed 
bridge, and General Lee's cavalry, about live 
thousand men, s in- three miles in ad 
vance, together with Ninas' celebrated 
battery, the Chicago Mercantile battery. 
First Indiana and battery G, of the regu- 
lar army. The fourth division. Thirteenth 
army corps, under command of General Ran- 
som, were hurried forward as a support to the 
cavalry. About three o'clock p. m., when 
wi:hin two miles of Mansfield, tbe advance 
army, consisting of the cavalry, artillery and 
fourth division, Thirteenth army corps, above 
mentiomd, while marching through a dense 
pine forest, there being thick undergrowth of 
pines on either side of the road, were attack- 
ed by the rebels in great force, on both flinks 
and in the front. Tbe engagement soon be- 
came general, the rebels suddenly opening 
with artillery and musketry, charging our 
surprised and panic-stricken columns with ter- 
rific yells, evincing a daring and determination 
worthy of a better cause. Gen. Banks and Gen. 
Franklin hurried to the front, and were in the 
thickest of the fight. The artillery was speed- 
ily put in portion at the extreme front, and 
for a while did excellent seivice Finding the 
front rather too dangerous for Major Genera's, 
Banks and Franklin returned to the rear of 
the wagon train, jus: In time to save them- 
selves from capture, as the rebels pressed up- 
on both sides of our army with crushing efT- ct. 
A boll passed through Gen. Banks' haL Ev 
erything was soon in the wildest confusion. 
The wagon train, being in the rear and in a 
narrow road, attempted to turn round to fall 
back, and completely blocked up the way, cut- 
ting off the advance both from a way of retreat 
and from re enforcement'. The rebels had 
formed in the shape of an isosceles triangle, 
leaving the base open, and at the apex plant- 
ing their artillery. Our advance marched di- 
rectly into the triangle, h iving the two wiugs 
of the rebel forces ou either side of them. 
These wings were fpeeeiily connected, com- 
pelling our forces to retreat or surrender. 
The batteries above mentioned, consisting of 
twenty pieces in all, were now captured, to- 
gether with nearly all the officers and men. 
The Chicago Mercantile bnttery was cap- 
tured entire, and I am informed that all her 
officers and men fell into the hands of the 
enemy. The Fourth division, Tbirteeuih 
army corps, 2.S00 men, under Gen. Ransom, 
and Gen. Lee's cavaliy, about 3.000 strong, 
and the batteries above mentioned, were the 
forces in advance of the wagon train. These 
forces fouaht desperately for a while, but 
gave way under superior numbers of the 
rebels, and retreated in great precipitation. 
The scene of this retrea: beggars all descrip- 
tion. General Franklin said ol it, that "Bull 
Run was not a circumstance in comparison." 
General Rensom was wouuded in tbe knee, 
but rode etf the field before he was compelled, 
by loss of blood, to dismount. Capt. Dickey, 
of General Rtnsom's Btafl', was shot through 
the head and killed instantly. His body WM 
left on the field. 1 he position of the wagon 
train in the narrow road was the great 
blunder of the affair. The rear was complete- 
ly blocked up, rendering the retreat very dif- 
ficult, and in fact almost impossible. Cavalry 
horses were dashing at full speed through the 
roads, endangerlrg infantry and other bed s- 
trians more than rebel musketry, the retreat 
havirg become so precipitate that all attempts 
to make a stand, for a while, seemed impossi- 
ble. 

Tbe immense baggage and supply train of 
General Lee's cavalry, consisting of two hun- 
dred and sixty-nine wagons, nearly all fell 
into the hands of the enemy, together with the 
mules attached thereto. 

The Third Division Thirteenth army corps, 
mustering about 18,000 men, under c. mmanel 
of General Cameron, were sont torwar J and 
endeavored to make a stand. But the effort 
was futile. The rtbels pressed so hard upon 
Gen. Camerou that he conld not resist them. 
Alter entleriDg terribly, he fail in with the re- 
treating eo! urn ur The Thirteenth army corps, 
numbering iu all 4,000 men, when the fight be- 
gan, sustained a less ia proportion to the num- 
ber engaged, which is perhaps without a par- 
allel in tue history of this terrible war. The 
Oae Hundred and Thirtieth lllinei;, command- 
ed by M }■>: fweed, attached to the Fourth Di- 
vision, could only tin i fifty-eight meu alter 
the battle. So precipitate was the retreat ot 
the Fiurth Division ct lb s corps, that the 
men only brought otf six hundred and tony 
stand of small arms, hni-ekeds of them throw- 
ing away their guis to facilitate- their move- 
ments. At least i n -aalt of the Ti.ir.eenth 
curps were killed, wou.ded orciptureU. Gen 
Lee's cavalry l.«t heavily, bat some tirue mu t 
elapse betoro correct estimates can be obtain - 
ed. 

The retreating column fell back some four 
or five niilee, waeu the Nineteenth army 
corps, under Gen. Ewitg, came up and suc- 
ceeded in making a stand. The rebels charge d 
u;>on Gen. Ewing's lorces, bat were cheeked 
and repulsed with considerable loss. Night 
came ou, and thus euded the battle of Mans- 
field. 

The stand was made by the Nineteenth 
army corps, which remained on the field until 
midnight, when it fell back to Pleasant H .1. 
a distance of about twelve miles, arriving 
there about daylight Saturday morning. Gen. 
Lee's cavalry and the Thirteenth army corps 
continued their precipitate retreat trom the 
battle field to Pleasant Hill.

Saturday mcrcicg Geu. Banks ordered 
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again became terrific. Tbe West- 
ern boys threw their bats in the air, and raised 
a veil which was heard above the roar of ar- 
tillery and tbe rattle of musketry.

Another shont was raised 
front our boys Gen. Mower advanced to the 
iront, and he.ded the charge in person, ridic< 
through the thickest of the fUht, cheering his 
men on. The rebels could stand no longer. 
They broke and ran In great confusion.tur.'.r- 
mg away their guns and glvirg up the day. 
They were hotly pursued by our forces, who 
pressed them thsely.and mfiicten IsvTsVs. 
blows upon them. The repulse of the re.h-la 
was crushing, and attended with immense 
loss. Whole columns were mown down un- 
der the galling fire from the Western army. 
They were driven about two miles into tha 
woods, losing about one thousand men who 
were captured, besides a large number ol kill- 
ed and wounded. 

During the battle the Forty-ninth Illinois 
(Co'. W. R. Morrison's oil reg^mentj, under 
command of Major Morgan, charged upon a 
rebel battery with determined bravery, and 
captured two pieces of artillery and a large 
nnmbsr of prisoner*. Adjutant Deneen, of 
the One Hundred and Seventeenth Illinois, 
repjrted this fact to Genera! Banks. The 
General replied: "Present my compliments tr> 
Major Morgan and his regiment, and tell him

There is great diseatisfacMon expressed on 
all side, at the generalship displayed by Ger.

The Senate, on moUou of Mr. Wilson, in- 

pmli d on lis araimdnjCPts to the bill estab- 
lishing a Btirean ot Military Justice, and 
ntrri ed on a Committee of Conference. 

The Smete next proceeded to the consider- 
ation ol the House bill to provide for national 
currency. 

An amendment to the bill offered by Mr. 
Sherman wns adooted. Its eff-cf is to admit 
the Bank of Commerce of New York into the 
urnvisions of the rules makine shareholders 
liable to the extent of their Bhares so lone; as 
'It - H.irnlus fund of 20 per cent.' shall remain 
undivided. 

Mr. Collamer called ur> the Senate resoln- 
Hon in relation to franked matter. It per- 
mits all commnnicitions of whatever orttin 
to be received by the heads of executive de- 
partments and chiefs of bureaus where enti- 
• led to the ftinkinir privilege without beiu? 
indorsed "official business," but with the 
name of the writer tbcreon. Pissed. 

The bill tor the relief the 8tate of Wiscon- 
sin was calle 1 up by Mr. Doolittle as uorin- 
isbt-d business, and made the 6pecial order 
lor Monday next. 

Mr. Sherman called up the special order, 
bcintr the bill to provide for a national cur- 
rency secured by a pledgre of United States 
bonds, and to provide lor the circulation and 
reilempti a thereof. 

Mr. Sherman explained that this bill repeals 
the act of the last Con sjress, thou sh nearly all 
the provisions of that bill are contained in 
Ibis one. The amendments are mainly a* 
the details to give « Uiciency to the measure. 
The chief differences are, first, that the bill ot 
last year required the banks organized under 
the act to redeem their own notes at their 
own counters; but this bill names certain chief 
cities where the notes of different bank9 are 
to be redeemed In addition to the second 
change was in regard to taxation, their having 
been some doubts a« to whether the banks 
wt;re to be liable to both the government and 
8tate tax In this bill, that matter is cletrly de- 
fined. The third and fourth changes are in 
regard to S'ate banks improving the system 
by which chartered banks may come in under 
1-tw, and rendering stockholders ind ; vidually 
liable to au extent equal to the amount of 
their stock. The fifth change is in regard to 
interest, but the Senate Committee proposed 
to strike out the uniform rate of 7 per ceut 
established in the house hill, and leave it 
much the fame as in the old bill. Sixth change 
provides for the receipt of 5 per cent, bonds 
of the U. S. as a basis of legislation to be 
kept at a margin of 10 per cent, on their mar- 
ket Tahlf. The 7th change allows the issue 
of notes of less denomination than fives to the 
exttnt of one-fifth of their entire issue, such 
notes to be redeemed when specie pay- 
ments are resumed. The Senate proceed- 
ed to consider the bill reported by 
the Finance Committee. Oae year from 
and after the first of January, 1804, 
upju tbe average amount ol its notes in 
circulation and a duty of one-fourth of one 
p r cent, each half yearns aforesaid on the 
average amount ot its capital stock beyond 
the amount issued iu United States bonds, 
was debated at some length by Messrs. Chan- 
dler and Hendeison In opposition, and Messrs. 
Sherman and Feasendeu in support of it. 

Without action, the Senate at 5 o'clock ad- 
journed. 

nOUSE. 

Mr. Frank, of New York, offered an amend- 
ment providing tint on ir>c jmes exceeding 
$C00audnot more than ?l,0oo, a tax uf Spur 
cent 6hall be imposed; ou incomes of $1,000 
and not exceeding $2,500, a tax of 7>^ per 
Mat; over $2,500 10 per cent. In support of 
this, Mr. Frank said the Committee on Ways 
and Means have themselves graduated taxi- 
tion in this bill which, in effect, was an argu- 
ment ii support ot his proposition. 

Mr. Stevens said this amendment would 
levy a lax as a punishment on men because 
they were rich. After debate, Mr. Frank's 
amendment was adopted— 73 to 35. 

Mr. Stevens moved as an ameudmcnt, to tax 
tbe salaries of members of Congress 11 per 
cent, which was voted down by a large ma- 
j ortty. Other amendments were offered and 
rejected, among them, one excluding tbe di- 
vidends ot the savings banks from taxation.

CiT'Thc Richmond correspondent of the 
London Times has been paying a visit to Fort 
Sumter (February 22), and here is what he 
saw and felt: 

We were obliged to go by night, as the fort 
is only situated one thousand four hundr;d 
yards from Battery Gregg, from where the Yan- 
kees generally shell the place night and day, 
and would sink you in a minute, did not the 
darkness cover your approach. We started 
about six o'clock. It bad just got dark, and 
after an hour's sail we reached it. Thirty- 
five thousand shells have now been thrown 
against this devoted place, a mess of iron 
equal to three thousand tuns ot iron. Several 
times the flagstaff has beea shot away, and as 
.quickly replaced, and still the cry is "to sur- 
render." The place, as we approached it, 
locked like a mound in the middle of the 
water. All ot a sudden the moon burst forth, 
and showed as the place with the distinctive- 
ness of day. The scene Is deeply impressed 
on my memory. The p'ace looked as if an 
earthquake had takr-n place, and thrown down 
the walls, or like some magnificent ruin which 
the hand of time had desolated. The jagged 
edges of the walls standing out in bold relief, 
with the sentries pissing slowly up and down 
the ramparts, made it truly an impressive 
sight. Fortusately there was no shelling when 
I was there ; it being very well protected by 
sandbags, however, in the pi ice of walls, very 
few men get hit. The fort is about four seres 
in size ; ail the walls are down except tbewe6t, 
next to tbe city, which is partly so ; howtver' 
it is stronger than ever and It will lon» prove 
a thorn In the sides of the Yankees. 

l^The Indianapolis Journal of Tuesday 
coutains the following spirited exhibit of af- 
fair?. 

More or Ir -Disaster follows disaster, and 
no succes* has yet come to gild the gloom. 
Fort Pillow, after a mouth of warning and 
opportunity for preparation, fell utterly un- 
prepared. Now Plymouth, after abundant 
notice that a fierce, if not ovsrwhclmlng, at- 
tack was intended, has fallen with only the 
defense that could be made by the troops al- 
ready there. No help was sent, none may 
have beer, possible. Twenty-five hundred 
men, and tweuty or thirty tuns are taken, and 
a post deemed important enough to hold with 
such a force has fallen. It won't take manv 
more such instances of cru.-l imbecility to 
make future calls for troops as idle as Glen- 
dower's calls for "spirits from the vasty 
deep." Gold goes up, not because a few men 
are captured, or a place of importance lost, 
but because such contiaued disasters Indicate 
the want of brains, energy and honesty some- 
where.
